Long John Rukavina, logging boss for 
the Winton Lumber Company at Martell, 
Calif., came to the United States from 
his native Croatia in 1910, when he was 
sixteen. The voyage cost him $80. ““No 
extras,” says John. From Ellis Island he 
went direct to Hibbing, Minn., to work 
in the biggest open-pit mine on earth, 
and quit six months later to cut pulp- 
wood in Ontario. 

The Grand Trunk Pacific was then 
building out of Winnipeg, heading west. 
Young John heard that station men, 
who built grade on contract, were get- 
ting rich. All right, then, John Rukavina 
would get rich. He wielded pick, shovel, 
drill and hammer, sweltering and freez- 
ing by turns, living in antiquated cars, 
eating a monotonous fare of mulligan. 
He helped push the rails to Edmonton, 
to Prince George, then to Prince Rupert 
on the British Columbia Coast. John 
hadn’t got rich. He had had enough of 
station work. He quit to become a logger 
for the Powell River Company. 

Canada was fine, but in 1915 John 
moved to Oregon, felling timber; next 
to Shasta, Calif., to work underground 
in a mine, then to a mine in Nevada. 
Today he can’t explain why he quit the 
woods for a hole in the ground. It wasn’t 
for long, anyway. The next year found 
him in Idaho, doing a little of everything 
for the Boise-Payette lumber people. 
** Jimmy Long was the woods boss,”” Long 
John recalls, “and working under him 
was a fine education. I learned a lot.” 

In 1918 Long John set up as a gyppo 
logger for Boise-Payette, ana during the 
next decade made a name for himself as 
a logger around Emmett and Barber, 
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More than four decades in this country have been crammed with rich experience 
in mining, railroad building and logging for Long John Rukavina. Today he is 
logging boss for Winton Lumber Company, working at Lilly Gap, California. 


Idaho. He also built many miles of log 
chutes. He logged in Oregon at Union, 
at Meacham, at Seneca—the latter place, 
says he, the coldest spot in the North- 
west. His next move was into the Modoc 
country of California, where for twelve 
years he was a boss for J. T. MacDonald. 
In 1948 he went to Martell for the 
Wintons, where at Lilly Gap, high in 
the mountains, he has a crew and a fleet 
of big trucks, logging and hauling 46 
miles to the mill at Martell. 

Long John Rukavina is a tall, lean 
man with a warm and earnest person- 
ality, a sense of humor, and the proved 
ability to get out logs under any and 
all conditions. For forty years he has 
known hard work, none of it—he swears 
—so difficult as the perverse English 
language. ““My vocabulary,” he often 
observes, “‘is limited.’’ One would never 
notice it, to hear this quick, voluble 
American tell so graphically of the days 
when he was called Ten-Day John. His 
short-stake days are now in the past. He 
is working, he says, to win a new title, 
that of Ten-Year John. The Wintons 
hope he will make it, too. 
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Anyone even remotely connected with 
the logging business knows that the 
wire rope used on timber-handling 
equipment can either be a big head- 
ache or a big asset.

FOREST INDUSTRIES NEWS 


Corydon Wagner, president of the National Lumber Manufacturers Associa- 
tion convened a meeting of the executive committee of that organization in Washing- 
ton on January 22. Prominent manufacturers representing all section of the American 
lumber industry were present. The lumbermen discussed lumber’s role in the defense 
mobilization program, and considered current problems confronting the lumber indus- 
try in the present emergency and determined steps necessary to organize the industry’s 
resources and facilities to meet defense demands. 


An outstanding development in forest protection and management is the rec- 
ognition that has been given to the use of chemicals in insect control. The use of 
DDT in killing insects in Washington and Oregon forests during the past two years, 
was so successful that its use for that purpose on a much broader scale is now defi- 
nately assured. Killing of insects over large areas of infected timber comes close to 
being as important and necessary as the riow highly perfected systems of fire preven- 
tion and suppression. However, The LUMBERMAN injects this warning that chemi- 
cals used in DDT are highly critical materials and it behooves the industry to take steps 
to make it possible that DDT is made available for insect control work during the war 
which now appears eminent. It is of vital concern to the nation that al! the trees pos- 
sible be saved against the drain that will be placed on them for lumber and other for- 
est products. There should be no recurrence of such disasterous infestation as that 
which occurred in Colorado where some 6,000,000,000 feet of timber was killed and in 


other areas where billions of feet would have been lost except for the chemical spray- 
ing activities carried on so successfully during the past two years. 


Larry Rowland, until recently in charge of the engineering for Cowichan di- 
vision, B. C. Forest Products, Ltd., has been appointed superintendent of the com- 
pany’s Renfrew logging division, with supervision over Bear Creek and Harris Creek. 
He succeeds S. M. Lett, who was resident manager. Les Way is assistant superintend- 


ent at Harris Creek and Archie Hallberg continues as assistant superintendent at Bear 
Creek. 


As an example of alert State forestry action, Perry B. Duryea, New York State 
Conservation Commissioner, has made notification to the Attorney General to deter- 
mine what can be done legally to salvage the equivalent of two million cords of soft- 
wood, and forty million board feet of hardwoods blown down in midwinter winds of 
hurricane force. Half the damaged wood was on State reserves and there was a re- 
sponsibility not to see it wasted, Mr. Duryea said, as well as to eliminate fire hazard. 


The Mengel Company, headquarters of which are in Louisville, Ky., has sold its 
Baton Rouge, La., industrial plant to the Wood River Oil & Refining Co., of Wichita, 
Kans., for $300,000. The site is 21/, miles above Baton Rouge, having over 1,000 feet 
of river frontage and containing 95 acces. The main building contains about 109,- 
000 square feet of space, and is sprinkler protected. The Mengel Company has held 
the plant as surplus, having centered its production at its Laurel, Miss., plant. Other 
Mengel plants are located at Elizabeth City, N. C., and elsewhere. The buyer plans 
erection of aeromatic hydro-carbons industrial plant. 


D. G. Pilkington. has been elected general manager of Ponderosa Pine Wood- 
work. He occupies the position formerly held by E. W. Ruddick, who has resigned 
in order to join the Pacific Mutual Door Company, and who will be located at Tacoma, 
Washington. 
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Forest Industries News  cominves 


Salmon River Logging Co. has been granted a forest management license by 
the British Columbia government providing for operation of its timber holdings in 
the Kelsey Bay area, east coast of Vancouver Island, on a perpetual yield basis. There 
are about 117,000 acres of forest in this area, and the annual cut provided for is 40,- 
000,000 feet. The Salmon River Logging Co., which supplies logs to Westminster Shook 
Mills, B. C. Manufacturing Co. and Maple Ridge Lumber Co., recently converted its 
rail operations to trucking. 


William J. Mackin, assistant manager of Canadian Western Lumber Co. and 
for the past 15 years with that organization, has been appointed a director. Henry J. 
Mackin is president of the company, which operates at Fraser Mills, B. C., one of the 
largest sawmills in Canada and in partnership with Pacific Mills is building a news- 
print mill at Duncan Bay, Vancouver Island. 


Mr. R. A. Blaser, formerly Plant Manager at Flagstaff, has been put in charge 
of the newly formed Department of Wood Utilization. In this work he will concern 
himself with all technical problems of manufacture from the time the log enters the 
mill until the finished product is shipped. Horace Richards has replaced Mr. Blaser 


as Plant Manager at Flagstaff. Richards formerly was with Brooks-Scanlon at Bend, 
Oregon. 


The Red Lake Indian Mills, Redby, Minnesota, has recently entered into a con- 
tract with the Northern Lumber Company, International Falls, to log and deliver to 
the sawmill at Redby, several million feet of pine logs annually for a number of years.

The Canadian Trade Commissioner in Aus- 
tralia reported that importers in that country 
were eager to obtain supplies of 3-ply ply- 
wood in panels 72x36 by % and %% thick. 
He reported that Australian users liked the 
cottonwood panels they had been receiving 
from British Columbia shippers. 

The McCleary Timber Company an- 

nounced it was working on plans for a 

large veneer manufacturing plant to be 

built at Olympia, Wash. The company 

said the new plant would be for the ex- 

clusive manufacture of veneers and that 

it would be the largest veneer plant in 

the country. 


At a meeting of West Coast box manufac- 
turers in Portland, S. A. Sizer of the Ray- 
mond Veneer Company, Raymond, Wash., 
discussed at length the matter of spruce 
veneer production. He said prices had re- 
cently advanced from $55 to $65 F.O.B. mill. 
He said satisfactory peeler logs were very 
difficult to obtain and were advancing in 
price constantly. He said his firm sustained 
a waste of 27 percent in producing spruce 
veneer. 
The Pacific Veneer Company, recently 
organized by Robert E. DeMuth and 
George W. Hutton, will soon be in opera- 
tion at Olympia, Wash. The plant will 
be equipped with the latest improved de- 
sign of veneer machinery, including a 
Merritt rotary lathe, clipper, mechanical 
drying apparatus, ete. All machinery will 
be electrically operated. Boiling vats are 
to be installed in order to thoroughly 
heat the logs so as to produce smooth, 
high grade veneer suitable for the furni- 
ture and cabinet trade. The company will 
utilize Douglas fir, spruce, and other 
native softwoods, as well as red alder, 
maple and cottonwood. The plant will 
be equipped to turn out berry box stock. 
Cadwalder Gibson Lumber Co., Limay, Ba- 
taan, Philippine Islands, had its veneer plant 
in operation. This was the first veneer plant 
built in the islands. Its equipment included 
a rotary segment saw, a lathe, and a slicer. 
The plant was equipped with a dry kiln 90 
feet long, 30 feet wide and 10 feet high. 
Veneers were to be cut from Calantas, tan- 
quile and certain la uans. THe capacity of 
the plant was 100,000 square fee} per day, 
but only about 30,000 feet was being pro- 
duced. The principal markets were’ London 
and New York. There was very little local 
demand. The veneers were marketed mostly 
for furniture, room linings, ship cabins and 
railroad coaches.

A Special Mill 

The new gang mill marks a sig- 
nificant step in the growth of the 
Bloedel organization at Port Alberni 
in that it furthers integration of the 
company’s operation, already con- 
sisting of one of Vancouver Island's 
largest export sawmills, a shingle mill 
and pulp mill, which with their 
nearby auxiliaries at Franklin River 
and Sarita, Great Central end Men- 
zies Bay employ some 2500 persons. 

“This is a special mill, explains 
President Bloedel. “It has been 
designed for a special purpose; it is 
the latest unit in the company’s pro- 
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gram of conserving the crop through 
selective utilization.” The mill is 
designed to take logs of 16” diameter 
and less—right down to 3 or 4 
inches, and any length from tree 
length to a broken chunk 8 feet long 
All logs entering the mill are barked, 
those suitable for sawing being di- 
rected to the lumber producing 
section and those not suitable for 
sawing being directed to the chip- 
per. 

“These small logs are increasingly 
important. They include the under- 
story of young trees which do not 
usually survive the logging of the 
dominant stand, but which in the 
past have been largely left in the 
woods because it has been consid- 
ered uneconomical to bring them to 
market, the volume per piece being 
relatively small. The construction of 
this unit commences the start on the 


last great area of wood recovery— 
the material still left on the ground 
after logging.” 

Mr. Bloedel regards this new mill, 
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equipped for converting wood either 
to chips or to lumber, according to 
most advantageous use, as perhaps 
not the only answer to the problem 
of utilization, but at least one of the 
best. The Port Alberni mill now has 
two units for conversion of logs to 
lumber; the older mill equipped with 
a band saw and suited to recovering 
grade from the better and larger 
logs, and the new gang saw mill for 
the smaller logs. 

Provides Maximum Utilization 

This enables the company to give 
effect to a program of specializa- 
tion that makes more use of raw 
material standing on a given acre 
conservation of the present stand; 
improves efficiency of log conver- 
sion—conservation of manpower; 
leaves a better seed bed for the next 
forest crop—conservation of the 
land.

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SOME FINANCIAL PROBLEMS 
IN LONG TERM FORESTRY 


By E. T. F. WOHLENBERG

Long term forestry requires 
good forestry administration. The 
major administrative items are es- 
tablishing property lines and super- 
vising cutting. Long term forestry 
requires more intensive supervision 
in cutting, particularly designation 
of trees to cut, either by marking or 
intensive training of woods crew. 
Permanent growth plots should be 
established. However, total cost of 
additional administrative work re- 
quired for the long term forestry 
effort amounts to only a few cents 
a thousand handled as a current 
operating cost. Planting, pruning, 
and such stand improvement work 
are not commonly practiced in the 
redwood region at present 

The two main problems confront- 
ing operators in long term forestry 
in the redwood region are: 


1. Converting old growth stands 
to growing forests 
Operating in second growth 
stands. 

In each of these operations the 
following factors must be consid- 
ered: 

(a) Fire Protection. 

(b) Comparative operating costs. 

(c) Ad Valorem taxes 

(d) Depletion. 

(e) Effect of interest on long term 

investment. 

(a) Fire protection varies a good 
deal from year to year. Fire pro- 
tection costs in the old growth stands 
under normal conditions are com- 
paratively low. Spot burning is rec- 
ommended after cutting selectively 
because redwood is usually made up 
of uneven aged stands and broadcast 
burning kills most of the seedlings 
and saplings as well as the white 
woods. Utilization of tops and 
chunks greatly reduces slash and 
debris 

In second growth stands there is 
not much fire danger before opera- 
tion. After a light selective cut 
there is some accumulation of de- 
bris, and spot burning again is rec- 
ommended to keep most of the seed- 
lings and saplings growing. 

Patrols should be used during the 
dry periods. Costs of fire protection 
in the redwood area are usually less 
than in other species. There are 
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occasional years, such as 1950, when 
the fire situation becomes very se- 
rious. The company must be pre- 
pared with fire equipment necessary 
for quick action because when fire 
conditions are bad, state equipment 
may be tied up on other fires. 
(There is still much carelessness of 
fire in the redwood area.) 

(b) Comparative operating costs. 
In the selective logging of old growth 
the cost per M compares favorably 
with clear cutting. Usually the cost 
per M will be less than in clear cut- 
ting because of the larger logs and 
the higher value of the material 
taken out. Most of the trees from 30 
to 36 inches should be left. Approx- 
imately 50% of the stems are taken 
out and 75% of the volume. 

In the legging of second growth a 
number of the costs are higher. This 
is especially true of falling, bucking 
and peeling. Because of the smaller 
sizes skidding, loading and hauling 
also show some increase. In rough 
country the use of light yarding 
equipment is not practical in logging 
second growth, consequently you 
cannot completely adjust equipment 
to the size of material being handled. 

We have studied these compara- 
tive costs and a hypothetical exam- 
ple is given in which the costs of 
selective logging in old growth and 
second growth is given in a certain 
area. As you men who are familiar 
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with operating know, figures will 
vary with every area. 

The examples given below were 
based on selective logging in old 
growth where about 50% of the 
stems and 75° of the volume was 
taken out. In the second growth 
about 20° of the stems and 30M per 
acre was taken out. The volume 
taken out in the second growth was 
usually less than 40%. Trees per 
acre left standing vary 300 to 1000.

These figures show that the oper- 
ating costs per M of second growth 
will be from 20 to 30% higher than 
the old growth. One advantage, 
however, in operating for pulp is 
that the stumpage price is still low 
and also the small trees have a high 
cubic content in proportion to saw- 
mill scale. The stumpage of old 
growth in all regions is higher and 
usually it is also more defective 
than the second growth. 

(c) Ad Valorem Taxes. The ques- 
tion of Ad Valorem taxes in a long 
time forest operation is extremely 
important. In the old growth stands 
the taxes vary considerably in var- 
ious parts of the country but in the 
West seem to run between 1 cent 
and 4 cents per M. If a figure of 2 
cents is used and the timber is car- 
ried for a period of a rotation of 80 
years, you can readily see that by 
using compound interest this multi- 
plies taxes into a large sum, (2 cents 
at 3% for 80 years equals $6.43). A 
timber holding company, therefore, 
is always at a disadvantage because 
of the large accumulations of ex- 
penses without regular income. With 
an operating company, however, 
these taxes are paid each year and 
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are written off against income. 
Therefore, the interest factor is not 
so important. 

In the matter of second growth 
you have quite a different story 
Second growth timber, particularly 
in the Western states, is either car- 
ried as cut-over land or it is put 
under one of the various plans in 
the states where the taxes run ap- 
proximately 4 cents up to 10 cents 
Many 
stands run to rather high volumes 
during the growing period and, 
therefore, the amount figured on a 
per M basis would be rather small 
The methods of taxation used now, 
however, are such that people are 
willing to carry second growth 
stands over a long period of time 
because of the low taxation. This 
has not always been true and areas 
in various parts of the country have 
been completely cut-over in the past 
because of the high carrying charges. 
An operating company can afford to 
second growth lands along 
with its old growth lands under the 
system. This system will 
greatly stimulate forestry and tend 
to conserve our resources for the 
next generation. I hope there will 
not be any change in the second 
growth set-up for many years to 
Second growth should have 
high production 
before a change is made in taxation 
When it is made, a yield tax would 
usually be more equitable than a 
high Ad Valorem Tax 

(d) Depletion. Depletion plays 
a very important part from a finan- 
cial standpoint in a forestry opera- 
tion. Depletion is either the cost or 
the March 1, 1913, value of the tim- 
ber. These values for the older 
companies are in many

given through use of the Bailey 
Amendment whereby the companies 
are allowed to write their timber off 
on the basis of the present value 
and pay a tax of 25° on the differ- 
ence between their costs and their 
present values. The purpose of the 
Bailey Amendment was to allow 
timber companies to retain enough 
capital to replace the timber which 
they cut. This method has tended 
to stimulate the purchase of other 
land in order to work out sustained 
yield operations. The depletion of 
second growth is quite another prob- 
lem in that many of the second 
growth lands have been purchased 
on a per acre basis and the depletion 
per M, therefore, is extremely low 
Under the Bailey Amendment, how- 
ever, advantage can be taken of the 
present value of second growth 
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stands and the same method fol- 
lowed out as was mentioned for old 
growth. The stumpage value repre- 
sented in second growth does not 
represent the cost of growing that 
timber because the taxes and other 
costs are usually written off annual- 
ly, therefore at the time the timber 
is cut the actual cost is apt to be 
very low on the books. 

Each operator will have to work 
out his own problems in growing 
timber and use the method which 
will be the most beneficial from a 
long term financial standpoint. Ac- 
celerated depletion can be used in 
selective logging which will be of 
considerable benefit in many cases. 
The accounting methods used in 
each case are very important and 
should be carefully studied by all 
operators in working out some sys- 
tem for a long time operation. 

(e) Effect of Interest on Long 
Term Investments in Timber. The 
matter of interest, which has always 
been a difficult one in long term 
forestry operations, can be handled 
quite satisfactorily in an operating 
company. The charges which are 
necessary, such as protection, taxes, 
interest on capital, etc., can be writ- 
ten off annually and in this way, 
compound interest is eliminated. 

Due to the fact that all income 
taxes.are high at present, charges 
of this kind can be written off against 
income and, therefore, under the 
present rates the advantage of the 
tax bracket that an individual or 
company is in can be used. In doing 
this, if the rate gets back up to 45 or 
50%, these costs are practically cut 
in half as far as the particular op- 
eration is concerned 

The statements made about an 
operating company are not true of 
a timber holding company. If there 
is no source of income these charges 
would actually be capitalized and 
the capital would accumulate. Com- 
pound interest actually works in 
this instance but it is theoretical 
and not an allowable deduction from 
income taxes and, therefore, the 
timber holder actually never recov- 
ers the compound interest as a de- 
ductible expense. The salvation that 
a timber holder does have when he 
owns good growing land is the 
growth of the timber, which in many 
of the Western areas is a very high 
rate per acre per year. If the growth 
that he gets on his second growth 
lands is one M board feet per acre 
per year and he eventually sells 
this timber for as much as $10.00 
per M, he then can still afford to ac- 
cumulate a considerable cost over 
the years and come out with the 
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whole skin. This is a subject which 
each timber holder must study very 
carefully. He should also study all 
of the problems and the accounting 
methods in order to work out some- 
thing which will pay in the long run. 

Stumpage prices have reached a 
stage now, even in the West, where 
a timber holder with a good growing 
area of second growth timber can 
make it pay over a long run period 
under our present system. If this 
system should change, however, and 
some of the old, heavy tax methods 
be re-introduced, it would be easy 
to kill the goose that laid the 
golden egg. 

The level of investment in all 
lines of business is very much 
higher now than it was before the 
war, due to the decline in the value 
of the dollar. A study which I made 
over a large group of lumber com- 
panies prior to the war indicated 
that about the maximum investment 
a company could make per one 
thousand feet of annual production 
and stay solvent over a period of 
years was about $75.00. In other 
words, a company cutting 100,000 M 
per year should not have an invest- 
ment in excess of $7,500,000.00. The 
companies whose investments were 
much in excess of this were always 
in some kind of financial difficulties. 
Since then stumpage prices, costs 
and prices of wood products have 
more than doubled. Investment in 
plants of all kinds are in many cases 
more than double what they used to 
be. On the present level this would 
indicate that the investment now 
could probably be $150.00 per M of 
annual production. This means that 
a company cutting 100,000 M a year 
could invest $15,000,000.00. Profits 
have been high with the sound com- 
panies. They will fluctuate again as 
they have in the past. In order to 
maintain this investment this organ- 
ization would have to make a profit 
of $9.00 per M over the long run 
period just to pay 6% interest on the 
investment. This looks like a modest 
profit now but loss years are also 
bound to overtake us in the future. 


Recommendations for a Sound 
Operation 


1. Conduct your forestry opera- 
tion so that you get a maximum re- 
turn financially over the long run 
period. 


2. Make every effort to keep your 


investment in plant and equipment 
within sensible limits. Investment 
must be such that at least a nominal 
interest rate can be earned on each

sandy. To walk or travel to any 
distance from a graded woods trail 
means wet feet. The operation of 
J. E. Griffis, a Fargo logging con- 
tractor, may be said typical of the 
area. This contractor has two men 
with a chain saw, and an accom- 
panying swamper. Since the present 
operation is one of removing only 
trees that have been turpentined, 
marking has been ample. The men 
fell the tree, and after it is limbed 
it is drawn full length to the woods 
trail for loading out on the truck 


The saw men frequently stand in 
water to varying depths, and if the 
going is really bad a cable is brought 
in from the Caterpillar D-4 mounted 
Hyster winch and the tree length 
log snaked out to better (but not 
good) ground. Here the “Cat” picks 
the butt end off the ground and 
takes it to a bunching spot. The 
logs run to 65 feet in length. After 
bunching, the “Cat” takes several at 
a time to a loading point where a 
truck mounted Clyde loader uses a 
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rig tree to place these long lengths 
on the one Chevrolet and one Ford 
truck used with pole trailers for 
transportation to the mill. 

Upon arrival at the mill, the truck 
may be unloaded direct into a small 
water channel that feeds the chain, 
or may be placed in piles in the 
reserve. The mill yard is equipped 
with a Kohring heavy duty crane 
mounted on crawler tracks. The 
crane power comes from a Wisconsin 
motor. 

The long term St. Regis lease be- 
came effective January 1, 1948, and 
one of its first moves in managing 
the forest was to terminate the tur- 
pentine leasing policy. Normally, 
about 70,000 faces (trees) had been 
worked each year. Chipping starts 
at a low level, is extended upward 
annually for a few years, and then 
the tree has become stagnated so 
it must be harvested. The company 
permitted those already operating 
to continue working the faces, but 
these have now declined to about 
30,000. It must be understood, of 
course, that pulp mills operating in 
the southern longleaf and slash pine 
areas have installations for trapping 
these distillates during the digester 
cooking, thereby enjoying a profit- 
able by-product business in tall oil 
and allied products. 

The Sawmill Process 

In the sawmilling process, the logs 
go through a 60-inch solid tooth 
Simonds circular saw head rig and 
then a 54-inch Gunderson resaw, all 
of the arrangement for conveying 
from one operation to another being 
effected with Link-Belt equipment.

Company’s pentachlorophenol. 

This installation includes the six 
by 36-foot pressure cylinder of 200 
pound working pressure design of 
approximately 5000-ft. BM ca- 
pacity; a 50-GPM total head 542-ft. 
head pump for handling the solu- 
tion; an 80-lb. 158 cubic feet per 
minute compressor with electric mo- 
tor; trams for the material to run 
into and out of the cylinder; two 
8,000 gallon tanks with float valves, 
etc.; a 105-lb. single stage ejecter; 
an air receiver operating at 135-lb. 
pressure with equivalent maximum 
pressure capacity; prefabricated 
piping and instruments. The cost 
of this installation, including labor 
and materials, was placed at about 
$25,000. 

The pentachlorophenol has dem- 
onstrated its effectiveness in bio- 
logical control, which has brought 
it into use in many industries. It 
is applied to wood by pressure treat- 
ment, hot and cold immersion, or 
by brush on as a protection or pre- 
servative against termites, powder 
post beetles, and decay fungi. It is 
no more toxic to human beings than 
many other chemicals in common 
use today. After having been treated 


with pentachlorophenol, the wood 
may be painted, which adds to the 
popularity of the preservative. 
While large industrial users of 
wood, such as railroads, public util- 
ity companies, etc, are well 
equipped to take full advantage of 
preservatives with which to extend 
the life of their material, there has 
been no general provision by which 
the general public may be served. 
There has been a need of a small 
sized, pre-fabricated treating plant 
that can accommodate small amounts 
of materials to be treated—-a stand- 
by unit to perform an associated 
function at a sawmill or large dis- 
tributing yard. The plant at Fargo 
was installed with this purpose in 
mind; the providing of an extra 
service to the company’s customers. 
Its small scale of cost and opera- 
tion makes it available for the com- 
pany’s trade just as kiln drying, 
planing mill treatment, etc.

The automatic tail sawyers are 
modification of those used in eastern 
Oregon sawmills, and are designed 
to cope with the larger timber 
handled at McCloud 

The automatic tail sawyers not 
only handle regular length boards 
easily but also short boards and 
slabs from first cuts on large logs 
First feature of the device is the 
saw guide, which the sawyer raises 
and lowers by buttons on the car- 
riage feed lever. To prevent boards 
and slabs from falling out from the 
log, a 12” disc is attached to the 
saw guide and rides up and down 
with it, at the sawyer’s command 
This 12” disc is held against the face 
of the log with a spring. Boards 
and slabs drop straight down on to 
5” live rolls, turning in toward the 
rolls taking lumber to the edger 

To keep chunks and slabs from 
falling behind the saw, the off-bear-

LUMBER FROM MANY MILLS 


FORD & FORD LUMBER CO., PORTLAND, OREGON, HAS RECEIVED LUMBER 
FROM AS MANY AS ONE HUNDRED AND FOUR MILLS DURING ONE WEEK 
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Ford & Ford Lumber Co., a 
partnership lumber planing mill and 
remanufacturing operation in Port- 
land, Ore., which got its start in 
business some six years ago by tak- 
ing over a small mill to manufacture 
8 ft. 2x4s, has been selected by The 
LUMBERMAN to indicate the ex- 
tent to which this type plant makes 
itself felt throughout the industry. 

Stock consistently arrives at this 
plant, both by rail and truck ship- 
ments, from some 50 sawmills, ac- 
cording to Jack Ford who with his 
wife Violet Ford own and operate 
Ford & Ford Lumber Co. To keep 
lumber consistently coming from 
this many mills the year around re- 
quires having about three times this 
amount “on tap”, he finds. Lumber 
has been received from as many as 
104 mills in one week. 

Although most of the stock ar- 
rives by truck, Mr. Ford sees ex- 
tensive opportunity in rail business 
on a milling-in-transit basis. 

The Ford & Ford plant, located 
just south of Portland’s city limits 
on a 14-acre site, has both rail and 
truck shipping facilities. Trucked 
lumber throughout 
most of the state’s Northwest corner 
and rail shipments coming in from 
as far south as Grants Pass—a 250- 
mile transport to remanufacturing 
plant. 

According to Mr. Ford, MLT 
shipment of rough-green lumber to 
remanufacturing facilities up to 250 
miles away from sawmill is sound 
practice. Because of his plant's rail 
shipping facilities, he feels that saw- 
mills cutting rough-green within a 
250-mile radius of his plant are po- 
tential or actual M.LT. customers 
However, the seasonal car shortage 
in Western Oregon at times forces 
shipping by other means 
where rail shipping is- desired

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BOISE PAYETTE LUMBER COMPANY’S 
“NEW MANAGEMENT OUTLOOK” 


In July, 1949, the Boise Pay- 
ette Lumber Company, with head- 
quarters in Boise and sawmills in 
Emmett and Council, Idaho, arrived 
at a decision which altered a long 
standing operational plan on the part 
of the company’s management. As 
early as 1931 a fixed policy had 
been pursued, directed toward liqui- 
dation of company timber holdings 
and sawmill operations. The plan 
was destined to be completed, in ail 
probability, in 1950. During the pe- 
riod from 1931 to 1949 cut-over lands 
had been sold and large virgin areas 
exchanged. Logging equipment, rail- 
road rolling stock, logging camps, 
etc., had been sold, all with cur- 
tailed operation in mind. The mills 
were maintained, but improvements 
of any consequence were not car- 
ried out. This procedure was ac- 
cepted as necessary in the light of 
declining timber supplies and in- 
creasing logging and manufacturing 
costs. Southern Idaho’s timber lands 
in their virgin state could not com- 
pare to the large woods areas which 
are still to be found to the north 
and west, and, so, plans were made 


from the outset for a maximum pe- 
riod of years 


Early in 1949 management’s rec- 
ognition of modern forestry practice 
and experience held out some hope 
for the continuation of the manufac- 
turing activities of the company. It 
was accepted by the officers that 
there was much to be gained by 
staying in the field. First of all, the 
two mill towns, Emmett and Council, 
Idaho, and the logging headquarters 
in New Meadows, Idaho, in which 
Boise Payette and their contract 
loggers operated, relied to a large 
degree upon the payrolls produced. 
Secondly, the ninety retail outlets 
of the company, and a closely affil- 
iated jobbing organization with 
plants in Utah, Idaho, and Nevada, 
were dependent to a degree upon 
the production of the mills. These 
two factors, as well as others, 
brought the company face to face 
with the problem of what could be 
done to extend their activities on a 
profitable and sustaining basis. So, 
past mid-year of what was to be the 
final year, the management began 
formulating what they hoped would 
develop into a new policy for con- 
tinued operation. 

To spearhead and investigate the 
new program, John L. Aram, from 
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Potlatch Forest, Inc., with headquar- 
ters in Lewiston, Idaho, was ap- 
pointed to the task. With the full 
cooperation of Norton Clapp, the 
company president, the board of 
directors, and C. W. Gamble, exec- 
utive vice president in charge of 
Boise Payette activities, he went to 
work. The first problem faced was 
an evaluation of the forest lands 
which remained to the company, 
both cut-over and those in the vir- 
gin state. Additional foresters were 
hired and wide-spread cruising was 
instituted immediately. The contract 
loggers, J. I. Morgan of New Mead- 
ows, Idaho, and G. A. MacGregor 
of Council, Idaho, who had worked 
with the company for many years, 
and who, some years before, had 
purchased all logging equipment, 
were apprised of! the situation and 
consulted. 

New Forest Management Rules 

For some time logging had gener- 
ally been carried on as a liquidation 
cut with only incidental considera- 
tion for long-term, subsequent tim- 
ber harvests. The old attitude of the 
logging personnel had to be changed. 
New rules for the management of 
forest lands were set up and ad- 
herence to these rules was strictly 
enforced with the full cooperation of 
logging contractors; all with an eye 
to setting up forest lands on a per- 
petual and sustaining basis. Unusual 
cooperation was found among all the 
personnel. It was natural that an 
economically strong organization 
should do everything possible to 
sustain itself, and employees with 
long service were very interested 
in seeing that this was brought 
about. 

Preliminary surveys showed that 
remaining company owned forest 
lands could not provide adequate 
timber for continued operation, and 
other sources must be found. There 
was vast acreage of state and na- 
tional forest lands in southern Idaho, 
with mature timber which was put 
on open market from time to time. 
The company must, therefore, bid 
on this timber and obtain it at a 
price which made possible their re- 
maining in the market. All surveys 
indicated that an excellent potential 
did exist, with the result that liqui- 
dation policies came to a sliding stop 
and plans were immediately insti- 
tuted to place the company, its lands, 
and future activities on a sound and 
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forward-looking basis. In addition to 
timber supply, there was available 
for remanufacturing the lumber pro- 
duction of many small sawmills. 

Arrangements were made and 
contracts signed with these small 
operators to provide partially man- 
ufactured lumber to Boise Payette. 
During part of 1949 and all of 1950 
this was a source of material which 
was important to the continued op- 
eration of the mills. 

A specific device which character- 
ized management's new outlook, and 
as one of the initial steps in the out- 
lined program, Boise Payette dedi- 
cated 150,000 acres of timber land as 
Certified Western Pine Tree Farm 
on May 10, 1950. On the occasion of 
the dedication of the area the com- 
pany had the opportunity to make a 
public announcement of their hopes 
and plans for the future. Early in 
1950 it then appeared that, with com- 
pany owned timber, purchased tim- 
ber, and the purchased rough lum- 
ber program, the organization could 
operate on a permanent basis under 
present market conditions. At this 
time Mr. Aram was named vice 
president in charge of manufacturing 
for Boise Payette. 

Mill Modernization 

Complete plans for renovating, re- 
modeling, and re-equipping of the 
Emmett mill, the major mill site, 
were approved. During 1950 major 
changes have been made in the 
planing mill, major machinery in- 
stallations have been effected, and 
personnel shifts have been carried 
out. The resultant confusion has 
made the year difficult, both for the 
management and the employees. The 
employees, however, have accepted 
the many changes, realizing that all 
activities are aimed at prolonging 
their jobs indefinitely, and at estab- 
lishing the mill on a year-round op- 
erating schedule. 

Predictions as to the success of 
the program are difficult to make, 
but it appears, from management's 
standpoint, that the new procedures 
will be successful, and that Boise 
Payette will continue to be a force 
in the lumber manutacturing pic- 
ture in southern Idaho. 

With the end of 1950 the president, 
the officers, and the directors of the 
company, gave their vote of confi- 
dence to Mr. Aram and the program 
which is being pursued.

PROMINENT LOGGERS, MANUFACTURERS AND LABOR LEADERS PARTICIPATE 
IN OREGON GOVERNOR’S SECOND ANNUAL INDUSTRIAL SAFETY CONFERENCE 


The Oregon governor’s second 
annual Industrial Safety Conference 
convened for two days at Portland 
in December. Of the nine special- 
ized industrial section sessions, three 
were given over to forest products 
industries. As a result of the ses- 
sions several recommendations were 
made to the governor's industrial 
safety council. 

The session on “Log Hauling, 
Booming and Rafting,” chairmanned 
by Robert F. Dwyer, vice president 
of Dwyer Lumber Co., featured Ed 
Morley, Western Logging Co., with 
a talk on Safety and Log Hauling. 

Mr. Morley emphasized the joint 
responsibility of the loader and truck 
driver in the loading of logs onto 
trucks so they will arrive safely at 
the dump. Not only does this apply 
to the company-operated trucks but 
to the gyppo haulers. He says man- 
agement should insist on good log 
loading and that the haulers should 
be instructed to not leave the land- 
ing with unsafe loads. The loader 
must be made to realize that it is 
the driver’s responsibility to get the 
loads safely to the log dump; to do 
so requires a good and safe loading 
job at the landing. Management is 
*xpected to provide proper equip- 
ment and this should be inspected 
and found in safe condition; chains 
and other operating and protective 
items of the job must be kept in 
functional condition 

Mr. Morley told the group that the 
pay rate for truck logging should be 
such that a capable driver can make 
the work pay while doing it safely. 

Paper were also given on “Safe 
Practices in Booming and Rafting,” 
“Employee Responsibility” and “Em- 
ployer Responsibility.” 


Recommendations 


Specific recommendations result- 
ing from this session were as fol- 
lows: 

1. Immediately require safety 
chains to be fastened to the hitch 
between all trucks and trailers; 

2. Periodic inspection of all log 
trucks and trailers so that known 
defective parts can be eliminated; 

3. Advised the appointment of an 
advisory group composed of equip- 
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ment manufacturers, loggers, truck- 
ers, labor representatives, insurance 
men, legislators, state police, P.U.C. 
department, and State Highway De- 
partment to develop safe practices; 

4. Revision of present law requir- 
ing pole trailers in log hauling, as 
an aid in obtaining new and safer 
designs; 

5. Suggest study of safety features 
in log hauling—(a) use of steel 
reach, (b) use of 5th wheel and box 
type steel frames instead of reaches; 

6. Where the type of forest prod- 
ucts being harvested requires haul- 
ing of an average of 12 or more logs 
per load, it is recommended that 
high bunk stakes instead of chock 
blocks be used; 

7. In that the use of high stakes 
narrows the available bunk space, 
overall height be increased to 12 ft.: 

8. Further study of (a) additional 
passing lanes on steep grades, (b) 
widening pavement on sharper 
curves of older highways; (c) wid- 
ening corners where log traffic en- 
ters and leaves main arteries; 

9. Encourage all parties concerned 
to develop a program of Safe Driv- 
ing. Practices. 

Concerning booming and rafting 
it was recommended that: 

1. At no time shall one man be 
permitted to work alone on any log 
dump while logs are being unload- 
ed; stowing, sorting, or any kind of 
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boom work shall also require a min- 
imum of two persons; men working 
under unusually hazardous condi- 
tions shall wear buoyant vests— 
mill ponds are excepted from these 
provisions; 

2. Mills should remove all swifter 
wire from boom sticks before re- 
turning them to the rafting grounds: 


3. Closer inspection of jagged dog 
lines and unsafe boom sticks, and 
that these be replaced when deemed 
unsafe. 


At the session on logging, Chair- 
man E. C. Trenholme, Willamette 
Valley Lumber Operators Assn., 
pointed out that logging safety pre- 
sents a challenge to the industry 
because of the fundamentally haz- 
ardous environment—the timbered 
areas where such operations are car- 
ried on invariably subject to vag- 
aries of weather and then there are 
the hazards of mountains, stumps, 
etc., and he pointed out hazard in 
the tremendous power essential to 
logging. 


Safety Points in Planning a 
Logging Show 


A. D. McReynolds, logging super- 
intendent, Giustina Bros. Lumber 
Co., Eugene, in a talk on “Safety 
Points in Planning a Logging Show,” 
emphasized to the group that well 
planned, economic, productive log- 
ging is synonomous with safe log- 
ging. He said that preliminary map 
and personal inspection of a logging 
site is essential; a good main road 
is a safer road and is a prerequisite 
from the production standpoint; a 
ffat, level landing is by far the safest 
and most efficient one; these should 
be on spur roads rather than on 
mainline; yarding and loading should 
not be carried on from the same tree 
—both dangerous and time-consum- 
ing; he stated his conviction that 
safety saves money. 

In giving a talk on “Proper Load- 
ing of Logs for Safety,” Bert Keck, 
of LW.A. Local* 5-92, reviewed ad- 
vantages of using capable and ex- 
perienced head loaders. Truck ma- 
neuvering was pointed out as a par- 
ticular hazard of loading. He says 
trucks under loading tree should be 
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moved only upon receipt of a signal 
and that signals be given by but one 
man—who must have a clear view 
of the area and know that personnel 
is all in the clear. 


Robert M. Evenden, industrial 
consultant, talked on “Methods of 
Job Training,” bringing out that 
safety and good business manage- 
ment are closely correlated. He says 
individualism, a characteristic of 
loggers, does not lead to accident- 
free production and should be in- 
fluenced by job training; foreman 
and “brass” must be used for formu- 
lating job characteristics; methods 
of training are determined by the 
individual operation. He says, the 
largest safety gains in the lumber 
industry will come from improving 
personnel problems, of which job 
training is a major personnel factor 
In order to get skilled help, job 


training is essential 


Ralph W. Peoples, chief logging 
inspector for the Department of 
Labor & Industries, state of Wash- 
ington, discussed Power Saw Falling 
and Bucking. He says power saws 
properly used for falling and buck- 
ing are safer than with hand tools, 
and pointed out that an early high 
accident rate was built up because 


of the aversion of old-time cutting 
crew men to change to power saws, 
the field consequently being taken 
over by green, mechanically minded 
men. Other points he brought out 
included the following: Fallers and 
buckers must be competent; trained 
beginners have avoided accidents; 
the element of chance can be avoid- 
ed by alerting people as to what 
they should do and then having 
them do it; “log hungry” operators 
get fewer logs; 3-man falling and 
2-man bucking crews are safe and 
efficient. 


Safety in the Mills 

The specialized session of Saw- 
milling, Plywood and Box Shook, 
conducted by Chairman Manley 
Wilson, editor of International Wood- 
worker and member of governor's 
advisory committee, was started with 
talk by Dennis Nichols, safety engi- 
neer, Harbor Plywood Corp., Aber- 
deen, Wash., on Safety in Plywood 
Industry. His points were as fol- 
Even though the plyweod 
industry has a comparatively low 
accident frequency rate, efforts to 
reduce accidents to the absolute 
minimum must not be relaxed; full 
cooperation of foreman and leadmen 
is absolutly essential to success of 
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any safety program; rubber gloves 
worn by workmen in glue rooms be 
sterilized; there is need for the de- 
velopment of a safety steering handle 
for lift trucks operating in the plants. 
Discussion following Nichol’s talk 
brought out suggestions that jitneys 
and other moving equipment be 
painted a brilliant yellow, foot pedals 
should be covered with non-slip 
material, and that jitneys not be 
gased up within confines of a build- 
ing. 

Joe M. Crahane, owner-manager 
of Forest Products Co., Brownsville, 
Ore., urged employers to familiarize 
themselves with the problems of 
his employes and stressed the im- 
portance of holding safety meetings 
at least once a month. 

Recommendations adopted by this 
section were as follows: 

1. Increasing the percentage of the 
State Industrial Accident Commis- 
sion’s funds to be used for accident 
prevention work; 

2. That all safety inspection in 
Oregon be confined to one de- 
partment and that the Accident 
Prevention Division of State Indus- 
trial Accident Commission be that 
department; 

3. All new operations shall be 
subject to a safety inspection before 
start of operation; 


4. That adequate and proper au- 
thority be given the State Industrial 
Accident Commission for enforce- 
ment of safety codes. 


At the general assembly, following 
meeting of the specialty industry 
groups, summaries of these sessions 
were given by the respective chair- 
men. 


Objective Is To Save Life and Limb 

Chairman Robert F. Dwyer, afte: 
reviewing results of the Log Haul- 
ing, Booming and Rafting session, 
pointed out that the purpose of this 
conference was to provide oppor- 
tunity for the exchange of mutual 
ideas and promote legislative sug- 
gestions to assure of safe equipment 
and practices 

The objective is to save life and 
limb. 

He called attention to an incident 
taking place in his group meeting 
which cannot be construed as basi- 
cally aiding in this objective. A 
motion was presented making man- 
datory that industrial accident insur-

JACK PINE POLE PRODUCTION IN 


NORTHERN MINNESOTA AND WISCONSIN 


The production of jack pine poles 
in northern Minnesota and Wiscon- 
sin has become an important local 
industry through the determined ef- 
forts of the Wheeler Lumber Bridge 
and Supply Company of Des Moines, 
Iowa. The company carries on its 
own woods operations in northeast- 
ern Minnesota, besides purchasing 
poles, piling and fence posts from 
local jobbers. It maintains a pole 
yard at the Kopper Company, Inc. 
creosoting plant located in Superior, 
Wisconsin. Mr. Carl T. Jensen is 
vice-president of the firm, which 
has offices in Minneapolis, Minne- 
and Mr. Thomas C. Hoak, 
Secretary, supervises the woods op- 
erations and the pole yard at Su- 
perior, Wisconsin. 

The use of jack pine and red pine 
for poles was unheard of before 
1945. At that time, the Wheeler 
Lumber Bridge & Supply Company. 
with the cooperation of the Forest 
Products Laboratory, convinced the 
American Standards Association, 
which writes specifications for all 
pole timber, that these species were 
suitable for high class poles. Mr. 
Carl T. Jensen exerted every effort

to have jack pine and red pine poles 
accepted by the industry, and tests 
showed that these species had the 


characteristics to put them on a 
competing basis with poles of south- 
ern pine, douglas fir, and western 
red cedar. 

The Wheeler Lumber Bridge & 
Supply Co. produces poles in lengths 
from 16 feet to 50 feet, together with

new product being produced by the 
firm is treated jack pine fence posts 
By-products from woods operations 
for the pole and piling timber con- 
sist of mine timber, lumber and 
pulpwood. 

The company’s woods operations 
are largely concentrated about 110 
miles to the northeast of Duluth, 
Minnesota, or near the community 
of Isabella within the Superior Na- 
tional Forest. A company camp in 
this area employs up to 55 men 
during peak operating periods and 
operations are carried out year-long 

The jack pine timber being cut is 
mostly in the 80-year age class and

the trees vary in diameter from 6 
inches up to 16 inches. The yield 
of pole and piling timber varies on 
different sites but the heavier stands 
produce from 50 to 150 pieces per 
acre, depending upon the size classes 
obtained. 


Tree Length Logging 


Tree length logging is used al- 
most entirely on the operation. Piece 
makers are paid so much per tree 
for felling, and the trees are so 
felled as to facilitate direct skidding 
from the cutting strips to the land- 
ing by means of high arches. Skid- 
ding distances from the landing vary 
up to %8 mile and from 10 to 15 
trees are brought in per load. 

The central landing area.is care- 
fully selected and prepared in ad- 
vance of all cutting. It is made 
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sufficiently large to accommodate 
the sawmill set up and the landings 
for poles, piling, lumber, mine tim- 
ber, and pulpwood, and is tapped by 
an all weather road. When the tree 
lengths are brought in they are 
decked in back of the cut off saw. 
Each tree length is carefully exam- 
ined before putting through the cut 
off saw to determine if a pole or 
piece of piling can be obtained. A 
power driven dog chain runs the 
tree length past the cut off saw and 
the piece is then cut up into the 
desired products. Sawlogs go direct- 
ly on to the sawmill landing, poles 
and piling are skidded to their re- 
spective landings, and pulpwood is 
drayed to the landing stock piles or 
loaded directly on a truck. 
Pulpwood, mine timber, lumber 
and occasionally some poles and pil-

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ing are shipped by rail from Saw- 
bill Landing which is near the 
company operations. The majority 
of the poles and the piling, however, 
are truck hauled to the pole yard at 
the Kopper Co. Inc. creosoting plant 
in Superior, Wisconsin, the average 
truck load varying from 50 to 60 
poles. The poles are stock-piled at 
the pole yard preparatory to being 
peeled and creosoted. The company 
employs a total of 22 men at the 
pole yard when running to capacity. 
A total of 300 poles 30 feet and over 
in length can be run through the 
peeling machine per day and up to 
450 poles in the 16’ to 25’ length 
can be processed per day. 


Peeling and Trimming 


At the pole yard, the poles are 
run through the peeling machine 
which is a rotary cutting machine 
similar to a veneering machine. The 
bark and irregularities in the pole 
are smoothed out by this machine 
which removes about a %4” to % 
layer of bark and wood. The refuse 
resulting from peeling is sucked up 
by a large blower as it comes off 
the peeling machine and is blown a 
distance of 450 feet through a 13- 
inch conduit to feed the boilers of 
the Kopper Company plant. The 


” 


heating value derived through the 
utilization of the bark amounts to 
a saving of approximately seven tons 
of coal a day. 

From the peeling machine the 
poles go to the cut off saw where 
they are trimmed to the proper 
length, then drilled, gained, and 
checked for class and defects. The 
poles then go to the sorting piles, 
from whence they are moved to the 
pole yard for seasoning by a loco- 
motive crane. The poles are cross 
piled in the seasoning yard, about 
1000 poles being placed in a stack, 
with each stack containing poles of 
a single class and length. Jack pine 
will season in two months during 
the summer months and requires 
three to four months for proper 
seasoning during the winter months. 
Red pine poles require six months 
of seasoning during the summer 
months. 


Creosoting Process 


Following the pole seasoning proc- 
ess, the poles are then ready for 
creosoting. Poles are moved from 
the seasoning piles by locomotive 
crane to tram cars and about 50 
poles are loaded on a car. The trams 
are then moved by Diesel locomotive 
to the treating retort which consists 


of a large steel cylinder 124 feet 
in length by 8 feet in diameter, be- 
ing open at one end and with stand- 
ard gauge tracks on the inside. When 
the cylinder has been filled with 
tram cars, the cylinder door is then 
closed and sealed and the impreg- 
nation process is started. 

Creosoting of the properly sea- 
soned poles requires about seven 
hours using the Reuping Process 
and during this time the poles ab- 
sorb about 8 pounds of creosote oil 
per cubic foot, with a minimum 
penetration of 142 inches or 85% of 
the sapwood. The average life of 
a pole given full treatment is ap- 
proximately 40 years. 

The Wheeler Lumber Bridge & 
Supply Co. has processed about 150,- 
000 poles of all sizes during the past 
five years, which has given northern 
pine products a new outlet to na- 
tion-wide markets. The finished 
poles are used predominantly for 
REA work in the Lake States. A 
recent market for treated poles 
which has been tapped by the firm 
is that of poles used for rural con- 
struction of barns, equipment sheds, 
and corn cribs. The 16-foot to 25- 
foot poles are used in this type of 
construction and there is a fair de- 
mand for this class of material.

DIPPING AND SPRAYING 


INCREASING NUMBER OF BRITISH COLUMBIA MILLS 
PROVIDE FACILITIES FOR TREATING LUMBER 


The use of a dipping or spray- 
ing solution for lumber in British 
Columbia sawmills has been steadily 
increasing as a result of the favor- 
able experience of users 

The chemical dipping technique 
has proved effective in preventing 
oxidation and attacks by fungi until 
such time as the surface of the 
lumber is sufficiently dry to provide 
its own resistance 

Sap stain is caused by the action 
of fungus and while this causes no 
material damage to the wood itself 
it does impair its appearance for 
ise as finish. Rapid surfacing of 
the wood can remove the stain if 
t is done in time, but once the 
stain has penetrated the cells sur- 
facing is useless. The first signs of 
tain appear as small blotches o1 
patches on the wood surface. If 
dried, the 
ingus does not have the moisture

At the Canadian White Pine Di- 
vision, H. R. MacMillan Export Co., 
the solution is sprayed on export 
lumber which must pass through 
ropical zones where the stains could 
become quite serious. At the Al- 
berni Pacific Division of the same 
organization the dipping method is 
used. At all MacMillan mills, all 
green pine, green hemlock and sap- 
py clear fir intended for shipment is 
treated, thus insuring a clean, bright 
product on arrival at destination 


Several of the more progressive 
sawmills in the west coast province 
have adopted the use of Permatox, 
manufactured by the Chapman 


Chemical Co., as standard practice. 
In large operations such as those of 
B. C. Forest Products, Ltd., Cowi- 
chan division at Youbou, Vancouver 
Island, lumber loads are lifted by 
ordinary steel rope slings and trans- 
ported along the giant craneway, 
then dipped into the chemical tank, 
and subsequently to the stacks in the 
yard to await shipment. Two P & H 
bridge cranes, operated by direct 
current 220 volt motors on 80 pound 
steel rails, serve the 2600 foot crane- 
way which has a 100 foot span with 
the height of the crane track 42 
feet from the ground. Capacity of 
each of the traveling cranes is 742 
tons 

But this is an elaborate system 
compared with the average dipping 
gperation in British Columbia mills. 
Glaspie Lumber Co., a busy North 
Vancouver mill catering to both ex- 
port and domestic business and pro- 
ducing about 16,000,000 feet annual- 
ly, uses a technique that is both 
simple and effective, making it pos- 
sible to dip a considerable volume 
of lumber with a minimum of time 
and manual labor 
~ A concrete tank seven feet deep 
and five feet wide, with an overall 
length of 30 feet, has been built 
in the yard and it is served by a 
Marion diesel crane which lifts lum- 
ber loads by sling, carries them to 
the tank and by lowering the load 
into the tank effects 100 per cent 
saturation, the load being immersed 
only a few seconds in the solution.

McInroe, who had been with the 
McInroe Lumber Co., Toledo, Ore., 
came to Humboldt county in 1947 to 
scout around and find a likely op- 
portunity in the lumber manufactur- 
ing industry. The Eureka Lumbe1 
& Cross Arm Co. is a result of his 
couting trip. He has also become 
such a popular member of the in- 
dustry that he was recently elected 
president of the Northwest Califor- 
nia Lumbermen’s Club 

H. B. Pearne, Rainier Cross Arm 
Co., Chehalis, Wash., is president of 
the Eureka company 

There are two sides to the Eureka 
Lumber & Cross Arm Co. One a 
side which buys cross arm stock 
from various sawmills in the coun- 
try, such as 3x4s, 342x4'4, 334x4%, 


4x5, and 5x6, and a general lumber 
manufacturing side which manufac- 
tures 2x4s, 8’ long, car material and 
door stock 

Much of the stock for this mate- 
rial comes from the Cheadle Bros. 
sawmill, which adjoins the cross arm 
company property. Cheadle broth- 
ers are from Morton, Wash., and 
they have an electric powered, dou- 
ble circular cutting up 
peeler cores, and other timbers. The 
mill has a capacity of 25-30M’ per 
day. In the mill is a 6x48 Schurman 
edger. The brothers are building a 
new carriage, which will have an 
electric set works and drive. 

At the Eureka Lumber & Cross 
Arm Co. material is graded and 
processed and manufactured into 
finished lumber or cross arms. Most 
of the cross arms are shipped East 
for further manufacture 

To speed up production MclInroe 
has ordered an I. W. Johnson 8x60 
edger which will take cants supplied 
by other sawmills. The edger will 
have eight gang saws and four shift- 
ing saws 

All the stock coming to the com- 
pany’s plant goes to a green sorter, 


sawmill, 


and, if necessary, it is put on a 
merry-go-round which sends it 
through a Turner resaw for reman- 
ufacturing. There is another merry- 
go-round, too, for trimming to grade. 
All studs are precision trimmed be- 
fore planing. 

Material is dropped on floor chains 
after trimming, and is sent through 
either the American or Newman 
planer. Random dimension lumber 
is also set on the floor chains. 

As they leave the planer all studs 
go through a spray of Dupont’s Lig- 
nasan. 

Another piece of equipment that 
will soon be purchased is a Diamond 
hog for making the mill ends into 
chips. 

Hyster fork lift trucks and Ross 
straddle carriers handle the material 
around the yard. 

Leonard Crisman, former Oregon 
lumberman, is superintendent of the 
plant; Harold Markstrom is cross 
arm grader; Gerald Nelson is West 
Coast grader; W. Craig is yard su- 
perintendent; and J. L. Linhart is 
office manager. 

The plant has a capacity of 90M’ 
daily, and employs 25 people.

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Weyerhaeuser’s New 
Mill Progresses 


Despite an unusually wet fall, 
construction progress on Weyer- 
haeuser Timber Company’s new 
sawmill at North Bend, Oregon, is 
proceeding on schedule, according to 
Arthur O. Karlen, manager. The 
mill is expected to start operation 
in mid-’51 

The major buildings on the 40- 
acre plant site are nearly all under 
roof and sided in and considerable 


progress is being made on interior 
installations, such as sawmill ma- 
chinery. Much of this equipment has 
been received and is being set in 
place and aligned for operation. The 
300,000-foot capacity mill will have 
a main double-cut headrig and a 
short side, with a gang saw and 
other remanufacturing machinery. 
Buildings now up and practically 
finished are the four units of the 
planing mill and shipping sheds, 
three brick dry kilns, the main saw- 
mill unit with green sorting chain, 





a power plant with 250-foot stack, a 
machine shop and general office 
building. About 500 men are busy 
on the plant site. 

Because clean, sound wood will be 
chipped for kraft pulping use and 
because other milling by-products 
will be used as fuel in the power 
plant, there are no present plans for 
building a waster burner on the 
millsite. The mill will obtain its 
logs from-the company’s 205,000 acre 
Millicoma Tree Farm, on which log- 
ging is underway.

The edger is a 6”x36” Heaps, Wat- 


erous three-saw machine provided 
with large wheels for saw-setting at 
a station along the edger transfer 
about 6 to 8 feet from the lumber 
lineup. The edger is provided with 
an edging separation device at its 
outfeed by means of which the edg- 
ings are automatically directed to a 
conveyor below, which also carries 
all the slabs, etc., developing from 
the gangs and the trim ends from 
the trimmer. This conveyor (belt) 
feeds directly into a 75” six-knife 
Sumner refuse chipper equipped 
with a special Swedish feed mech- 
anism. This device virtually elimi- 
nates oversize chips. 

The Irvington trimmers (24’) are 
a “selective automatic double end” 
installation of 1’ spacing. A special 
control panel is provided by means 
of which any saw or group of saws 
can be made to cut in addition to 
the automatic double-end feature.

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ing a foot button, make the edging 
separator line up with either the 
second or third saw. The device 
keeps the edgings off the lumber 
transfer and greatly simplifies the 
trimming operation. 

Some mechanical details of the 
fully automatic (and selective) dou- 
ble-end trimmer are unique and the 
manufacturer's designs was some- 
what modified. The fundamental 
idea isn’t new, although it is be- 
lieved to be the first application of 
this style of trimmer to green lum- 
ber. The machine automatically 
trims lumber to accurate lengths of 
one-foot intervals if left alone, but 
the operator may also cut a piece 
anywhere along its length if he so 
chooses. Provision is also made for 
slashing to 4-foot lengths. 

The slab chipper is unusual; it 
more closely resembles a refuse 
chipper of Swedish manufacture 
than any other. It is a 75”, 6-knife 
Sumner chipper especially adapted 
for, and fitted with, a power-feed 
of Swedish design. The machine 
and installation are designed to op- 
erate unattended, chipping the slab 
waste from both gangs, the edgings 
from the edger, and the slashings 
from the trimmer. 


A Ten Man Sawmill 

Capacity of the plant is estimated 
at one million feet of lumber per 
shift per month, and the operating 
personnel on the mill floor will be 
ten men, including one foreman and 
one millwright, but excluding the 
green tender. The production, ulti- 
mately, will be predominantly hem- 
lock and it will be kiln dried before 
shipment. To this end a new bat- 
tery of lumber kilns is being built 
with an estimated capacity of over 
3,000,000 feet per month. 

Steel fabrication for the new mill 
was carried out by Western Bridge 
& Steel Fabricators, Ltd., Vancou- 
ver. Principal suppliers were: Cir- 
cular cutoff saw and mechanism, 
Spear & Jackson and Canadian Sum- 
ner Iron Works; chain cutoff saw, 
Durand Machine Works; manganese 
log haul chain, Al Steel Foundry 
and Esco, Ltd.: gang saw, Canadian 
Sumner Iron Works; hydraulic 
equipment, Wagstaff Hoist, Ltd.;

Fears for Wood 
Ladder Industry 
One of The LUMBERMAN’s east- 


ern subscribers, interested in the 
production of wood fire ladders, 
writes as follows: 

“The manufacture of wood fire 
ladders is a dying industry. Good 
Douglas fir is going into plywood. 
No mill wants to saw the logs for 
fire ladders, which run in length 
from 12 feet to 48 feet long. City 
fire departments, which must have 
this fir to repair their burned or 
broken ladders, are in a desperate 
position. Some fire trucks are run- 
ning to fires with a shortage of lad- 
ders. Fire ladders are a part of the 
Civil Defense requirements, but the 
powers that be in Washington don’t 
seem to be able to get the mills to 
produce; if they have tried at all. At 
least no mill will take an order for 
old growth Douglas fir ladder and 
pole stock grade. This condition has 
opened a field for aluminum fire 
ladders and no doubt will be the 
end, eventually, of wood fire lad- 
ders.”

this opportunity for carrying out 
contemplated plant expansion. This 
calls for enlargement of the yard 
area, installation of a timber depart- 
ment, putting in new processing 
machinery, and doubling under-roof 
storage space. Although the project 
is not yet completed, the expanded 
operation is expected to go into 
operation shortly after first of the 
year 

With resumption of full plant pro- 
duction, at considerably increased 
capacity, processing machinery will 
include a new 6x15 Yates-American 
10-knife planer unit with double 
profile, and a 6x15 No. 91 Yates- 
American planer, the output of both 
feeding through a new Irvington 
26’ trimmer which will be process- 
ing over 200M board feet in 8 hours; 
a Stetson-Ross 16x30 timber sizer; 
Portland Iron Works 5x40 edger 
with. air-lift top rolls; 72” horizontal 
resaw; and a 30” Phoenix veneer 
chipper. Except for resaw, one 
planer, and edger all of the equip- 
ment was installed during the recent 
weeks. 

With the installation of the larger 
surfacing equipment, it is planned 
that emphasis can be placed on 
finished timbers to fill a demand 
which in the past has approached 
the “urgent” category. 
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Enlargement of the plant opera- 
tions necessitates relaying of rail 
siding, and conversion of sawdust- 
shavings-chips handling facilities 
for efficient handling of this mate- 
rial which is wholly marketed to 
Portland General Electric power 
plant. The Phoenix veneer chipper, 
the first such unit to be installed in 
a sawmill for conversion of the 
manufacturing processes by-prod- 
uct, according to Mr. Ford, will con- 
vert edgings and shims into suitable 
fuel. 

Timber sizing will be carried on 
custom-order basis. 

Doubling of the storage-shed 
space will provide under-roof ca- 
pacity for 3 million feet of lumber. 

Mr. Ford, telling The LUMBER- 
MAN of an extensive survey of re- 


manufacturing plants he made in 
1946, found that as the number of 
sawmills in a lumber manufacturing 
center tapered off (moving closer to 
the timber supplies or going out of 
business) remanufacturing plants 
come in in such numbers as to 
provide greater remanufacturing 
capacity than was carried on by the 
prime plants during their heyday at 
that particular lumber manufactur- 
ing center. 

Coincident with the recent Ford 
& Ford plant expansion, was the ap- 
pointment of Ray C. Leaf as the 
firm’s general sales manager and 
lumber buyer. During World War 
II he was with the army procure- 
ment and maintenance department 
and has since carried on as lumber 
buyer for an eastern firm.

Use of power saws is rapidly increasing 
in the Hearst and Heron Bay operations 
of the Ontario Paper Co. Most of the 
machines are PM and LE.L. units 

In the Hearst area many woodcutters 
on the Arrow Timber Co. limits and in 
the forest being operated by Marathon 
Paper Mills of Canada report that pro- 
duction has increased substantially as a 
result of the introduction of power saws, 
even though as a general rule eastern 
Canadians have not adopted this tech- 
nique on an extensive basis.

Modern Mill Planned 
for Wrangell, Alaska 


Wrangell Mills, a government- 
owned circular sawmill at Wrangell, 
Alaska, has been taken over by 
private ownership and an intensive 
rehabilitation-modernization pro- 
gram undertaken to make this a 
modern band mill of 100M ft. per 
day capacity. 

Executives of this operation, the 
Alaska-Wrangell Mills, Inc., include 
President C. P. Takahashi, Seattle, 
Wash., importer and lumberman; 
Vice President-General Manager 
Ray Bordeau, Olympia; Sam Burn- 
sed, assistant to the president; W. A. 
Rushlight, Portland, Ore., a director. 
The firm's executive board includes 
Takahashi, Bordeau and C. W. Hall, 
owner of Industrial Development 
Service, Inc., Portland. 

Mr. Hall told The LUMBERMAN 
the mill modernization is to include 
installing a 9 band headrig and 
calls for replacement of present 
equipment with modern processing 
machines. Dry kilns and power 
plant boiler have now been readied. 
The sawmill is expected to be com- 
pleted for starting production in 
March or April ’51. 

He said 25 billion board feet of 
Tongass National Forest timber has 
been allocated for operation of this 
mill on sustained yield management 
basis. The mill’s output has already 
been contracted—100 million feet 
per year to U. S. Navy and the re- 
mainder to Japanese Government. 

With completion of the lumber 
plant, construction of a plywood 
plant here by the organization will 
start immediately and current plans 
call for subsequent addition of a 
pulp mill, according to Mr. Hall. 

He describes the tributary timber 


as virgin stand with trees running 
36” to 48” d.b.h. and clear of limbs 
for some 80 ft. He anticipates using 
as much as possible of the clear 
material for manufacture of ply- 
wood. 

It is expected that the initial mill 
will involve an investment of about 


$500,000.

Members of the new board of trus- 
tees include: David H. Falor of Ehr- 
lich-Harrison Co.; Sam Hale of Sam 
Hale Lumber Co.; Arthur E. Jones 
of Elliot Bay Lumber Co.; M. H.

Roy Clothier of Roy Clothier Build- 
ing Materials Co. 

Further impetus to the growing 
Hoo Hoo order was given at the 
meeting and concantenation held in 
December, under the sponsorship of 
the Red Cedar Shingle Bureau. 
Twenty-six new members were ini- 
tiated; most of them being shingle 
manufacturers from Washington, 
Oregon and British Columbia, the 
meeting being held on the evening 
of the bureau’s annual convention. 

A. H. Geiger of Tacoma is “su- 
preme arcanoper” of Hoo Hoo, and 
is guiding the destinies of the or- 
ganization in this area.
